The Council at its meeting on September 2b noted a statement 
by the Chairman, NSRB, regarding recent technological develop- 
ments indicating the possibility of an improved early warning 
system for military and passive defense of the continental 
United States, and the urgency of taking immediate steps in 
this field (see reference memo of October 13). The Council 
also noted the President’s desire that an urgent survey be 
made by the Department of Defense of the feasibility and cost 
of such an improved continental early warning system (NSC 
Action No. 673). 

The Council at Its meeting on October 14 discussed the subject 
in the light of an oral presentation by the Department of 
Defense in response to NSC Action No. 673 and noted the 
President's directive that the Secretary of Defense and the 
Chairman, NSRB, prepare coordinated recommendations on the 
subject for the President's consideration in connection with 
the preparation of the FY 195*+ budget (NSC Action No. 678 ). 

Statement of policy on the subject, based upon facts made 
available as a result of Council consideration of the problem 
at the 123rd and 124th Council meetings, was transmitted to 
the Council by the reference memo of December 16. Before

matter of priority. On May 24, 1951 , the Senior Staff agreed 
that the completion of this project would provide an important 
background for obtaining popular support for U, S. national 
security policies. 

Report by the Secretaries of State and Defense in connection 
with the plan referred to above, adopted by the Council (NSC 
Action No. 511) and approved by the President as NSC 112. On 
July 10, 1951, the Senior NSC Staff noted that NSC 112 was the 
first step toward completion of this project and that further 
work would proceed in the light of Council action on NSC 112. 
Awaiting re-examination by the Senior State Member of this 
project and the one below, with a view to expediting their 
completion or proposing their cancellation.

Mobilization: (a) noted the memorandum of December 8, 1952 

by the Secretary of the Interior and Petroleum Administrator 
for Defense on the subject (NSC 138 ) , and welcomed the initia- 
tive undertaken in raising the security and international pol- 
itical problems Implicit in the current petroleum situation; 

(b) requested the Departments of State (as coordinator) 

Defense and Interior (Petroleum Administration for Defense), to 
prepare a study and recommendations on the security and inter- 
national issues arising from the current situation. The study 
should, if possible, be completed by January 5, 1952; 
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(c) requested the Department of Justice to furnish simultane- 
ously a report to the Council on the domestic and legal aspects 
of the problem; (d) requested the Central Intelligence Agency 
to prepare simultaneously a special, estimate of the foreign 
reaction to the situation; and (e) noted the objection of the 
Attorney General to the above actions (NSC Action No. 692). 
Awaiting report by the Departments of State, Defense, Interior 
and Justice, and by CIA, in accordance with the above Council 
action. 
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
